“Ephphatha, Be Open.” 


When the results that followed this 
utterance are considered—when the sym- 
bolic and prophetic implications of those 
results are realized—when in connection 


‘“‘ Greater works than these. shall he do 
who believes on me,” then this simple 
word becomes a magic key; the dvaf 
ears and mute tongue are as rusty bolts 
that are drawn back under the pressure 
of this key, and a door is opened—a 
door of hope and opportunity, not mere- 
ly toa single sufferer, but to all deaf 
ears and silent tongues in all lands and 
ages. Greater works than these they 
have done, are doing, and still greater 
they are yet to do. The work of the 
Lord Jesus did not consist of a few 


| startling miracles performed in his own 


age. It is one long and continuous mir- 
acle going through all the ages—a mir- 
acle of laborious love and eternal pa- 


4ing power, initiated by his personal 
ministry, and perpetuated by his spirit 
and his church, from generation to gen- 
eration. 

In the three years the first disciples 
followed Jesus from place to place, they 


-}saw perhaps a dozen deaf persons re- 


stored to hearing. Ina hasty journey 
of two months I*have seen with my 
own eyes more than two thousand deaf 
mutes who were brought into intelligent 
communication with the world ; ‘not by 
opening of their ears, but, by what is 
far better, the opening of their minds, 
I have seen nearly two hundred educated 
men and women whose lives are devoted 
to this work. d have seen massive and 
beautiful structures that cost millions of 
dollars, reared on the most sightly loca- 
tions, and amply endowed by wealthy 
states, dedicated to this same noble ser- 
vice. In all these institutions I saw 
class after class of bright, intelligent 
young people coming to a full knowl- 
edge of life’s responsibilities aud duties, 
and a full enjoyment of its best blessings. 
And many of these young people I 
heard literally speaking, not with signs, 
but with their own lips and tongues, the 
language of their fathers and mothers. 
Some who were born deaf, and never 
heard a sound, were brought by the pa- 
tient labor of faithful teachers to make 
a passable use of spoken language. 
There seemed no kind of difficulty that 
love and patience would not overcome. 


deaf from birth and without hands, 
could not only speak a number of words 
quite plainly, but could write a legible 
hand, holding the chalk between his 
teeth or between his stump of an arm 
and the sleeve of bis coat. Several chil- 
dren who were blind as well as deaf, 
with only the sense of touch to aid their 
groping, were being led by slow but cer- 
tain ways to the light of knowledge. 
One little fellow, the teacher told me, 
laughed and shouted and danced. with 
joy when his mind first opened to an 
idea, and he began faintly to understand 
that a loving hand was leading him out 
of darkness. He was jubilant as the 
lame man at the gate called Beautiful. 
(Acts iii: 1-8.) One young girl fifieen 
years of age,.a picture of intelligence 
and modesty, deaf from five years of 
age, conversed quite readily with a stran- 
ger, apswered questions promptly, rro- 
nounced difficult words correctly, and 
repeated long sentences without a mis- 
take even in inflection. ! 

Thus it was as I passed from state to 
state through these institutions, I found 
myself confronted again and again with 
the miracle of love and patience. And 
again and again I saw, in fancy if not 
in fact, written above the archways of 
those splendid buildings and over the 
doors of their class-rooms, the magic 
word, ‘‘ Ephphatha,” followed by the 
unlimited and eternal promise, ‘‘Greater 


works than these shall he do.”

In every land those who “ believe ” in 
him and “follow ” him, realize his prom- 
ise. And what is it to believe in him 
but simply to believe in the triumphant 
power of love, patience and labor? 
What isit to follow him but to take 
some humble part in those labors of love 
by which ‘“‘every creature” may be 
brought to the higher blessings and en- 
joyments of life? What though two 
thousand years are nearly gone since he 
uttered his hopeful prophecy, if we are 
able now to see even the faintest dawn- 
ings of its fulfillment? What though 
ten thousand busy hands and patient 


den through the ages yet to come, if all 
the ages yield their blessings as they 
pass, and all the laborers reap. the re- 
wards of conquest, and comprehend the 
widening and yet unrealized significance 
of the Master’s promise: a promise that 
like a river grows wider and deeper as

The feeling is 
akin to patriotism. Hartford does well 
to be proud of that institution which is 
the parent of all kindred institutions in 
the union. Boston does well to boast of 
her succetsful effort to make deaf mute 
instruction a part of her common-school 
system. The Empire State may well 


that overlooks the classic Hudson; and 
that more feeble but no less noble one 
in the heart of her great city, where a 
few laborious teachers, surrounded by 
the confusion of trade and the babel of 
tongues of commerce, are working, in 
humble science, the miracles of love 
and patience. And the younger states 
of the interior may well be proud of the 
improvements they have made in the 
matter of buildings. The Golden State 
has added no brighter gem to her diadem 
than that institution which nestles under 
the Berkeley hills and looks through the 
Golden Gate. 


And we who know s0 well how to 
boast of our plentiful harvests and un- 


developed material resources; we who 


have not known in thirty years a drouth, 
a tornado, an earthquake, a cattle 
plague, a grasshopper devastation, or a 
money crash ; we who have more pros- 
perity, and less hard times, and a better 
prospect’for the future than any of the 
younger states of this union—what have 
we done—what are we doing—what do 
we intend to do—for the educational 
and moral welfare of coming genera- 
tions? We have made beginnings in 
the line of common schools, and in the 
instruction of the deaf and blind. 
When shall these beginnings ripen into 
settled plans, producing institutions more 
wort] y of people’s boast than material 
wealth or business prosperity? When 
shall we, as a people and as individuals, 
be more inspired by the example of him 
whose followers, through love and pa- 
tient labor, perpetuate his miracles 
through the ages ?—[ Rev. P. 8.

JOASH REPAIRING THE TEMPLE, 
Outline.— When two kingdoms were 
made from one over which Solomon 
reigned, the “ house of the Lord ” be- 
longed tothe kingdom of Joshua. It 
was a blessing, an ornament and a lux- 
ury; but a very expensive one. It 
needed money to keep it-op. Not only

and the elements had to be provided 
against ; but the wicked sons of Atha- 
liah had damaged it, and robbed it, and 
carried away its consecrated furniture, 
to use in the service of idol worship.. 

King Joash, who tried todo “ that 
which was right in the sight of the 
Lord,” saw with regret the condition 
into which the temple had been brought, 
and undertook to repairit. The first 
thing needed was the money to do it. 
The king at first supposed that, since 
the necessity for the work was so ob- 
vious, nothing more would be necessary 
than to have a meeting of the officers 
and leading men interested in the 
work, and state the case, and have col- 
lectors appointed to bring in the money 
from all about, while he waited with 
kivgly patience and expectation to see 
the funds come in. 

But it did not come. The appointed 
collectors ‘* hastened it not.” The king 
then called the chief one of them, and 
asked him ‘‘ why hast thou not re- 
quired of the Levites to bring in the 
collections?” The answer is not given. 

Either the king did not wait for it, 
or else, when it came, it was not 
thought worth recording, Finding that 
the officers did not attend to the matter 
well, he submitted it to the people. He 
had a contribution box made so large 
that the people called it a chest, ahd 
had it put where everybody could get 
at it, and invited everybody, far and 
near, to have a share in the work, 

This appeal to the people was success- 
ful. “ They rejoiced, and brought in, 
and cast into the chest.’?’ So well did 
this plan succeed, that they had to 
empty the chest and set it out again, 
until they bad enough for all purposes, 
and repaired the house of the Lord. 

Jehoida; the chief, whose answer to 
the question why he had not hastened 
this matter is not recorded, lived on 
and on, until he was “ as full of days” 
as the chest was of money, and prob- 
ably went down to his grave, at the 
age of 130 years, in a kind of wild as- 
tonishment at the ease with which the 
money was raised. | 

Practical Lessons.—1. A debt ona 
church is a modern invention. It crept 
into ecclesiastical economy after the 
Lord had ceased to exercise so direct 
and personal a supervision of the tem- 
poral affairs of the church as he did in 
the days of the- prophets. It might 
have been as easy to prepare a mort- 
gage asa chest, but it could not be re- 
moved so easily when they thought 
they had had enough of it. In their 
earlier simplicity, they thought the only 
way to have a good thing was to pay 
for it when they got it. 

2. The true way to have a good 
thing done, is to become personally re- 
eponsible for it. Sending other people 
to do it is an uncertain experiment. 
Perhaps they will “not “ hasten” it. 
The king succeeded when he took hold 
of it himself, and saw the working out 
of his own plans. | 

8. A contribution box is no damage 
to a church, a congregation, or any re- 
ligious enterprise. It does not keep 
away people of good sense, right spirit, 
or common manliness. Money has to 
be raised, and everybody knows it. 
This is the most direct way to do it, 
and they all know that. All people 
know how to excuse those from con- 
tributing who have no money, and are 
always ready to doit. Making weekly 
offerings is a Scriptural way of raising 
funds for church work. It is a part of 
the worship of God. Those who think 
to make sport of this by saying “ Let 
us continue the worship of God by tak- 
ing up 2 collection,” are really uttering 
a wholesome truth. 

4, The true way to undertake and 
carry on any religious work, whether 
building a house of worship, gathering 
a Sabbath-echool, or doing missionary 
work, is to submit the matter to the 
whole people, and make each person 
feel that he must come up and do his 
part. OUhe great trouble in all churches 
is that many of the members have 
nothing to do, and so are dwarfed in 
their Christian growth. They are cold 
because they have not had exercise 
enough to keep them warm.

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Our School at Broussa, 


As the tremendous war now raging 
in southeastern Europe draws rapidly 
towards a conclusion, the hearts of our 
Board turn often and anxiously towards 
Broussa. Strange that the terms of 
peace which may be dictated by Russia 
should have any bearing upon the work 
of our far-off little Board of the Pa- 
cific ; yet so it is. 

Broussa, as we read recently in Mr. 

Richardson’s most interesting essay, pub- 
lished in our column; is a city of 70,000 
inhabitants, commands the loveliest of 
scenery, and is full of the remains of 
former splendor—for before the capture 
of Constantinople it was the Turkish 
capital, Suppose it should become this 
again ! 
From the time when the: Russian 
forces fought their way through the Bal- 
kans, the Sultan, as we are infurmed, 
has been prepared, with all his court, to 
flee at any moment to Broussa. It 
seems natural that, in event of an emer- 
gency, he should return to his ancient 
capital. 

But even should the Russian advance 
fall short of an occupation of Constan- 
tinople, it yet remains with Russia to 
dictate terms of peace. Should these 
be such as to make Constantinople a 
residence no longer suited to the dignity 
of the Sublime Porte, we may yet see 
Broussa advanced to its ancient import- 
ance, as the capital once more of the 
Sultan’s dominions. For, that the Turk 
must sooner or later leave Europe, seems 
scarcely doubted by the wise ones. , 

At all events, all interested in our 
Brousea school cannot help wishing that 
the lot on which we are to build might 
be purchased soon. It is a desirable 
one, situated on a public square, and 
can now be bought low. Real estate 
has been known to advance from a less 
cause than the one hinted at. Where- 
ever the Sultan takes up his residence 
will be sacred soil to all the-Moslems of 
of the world, and it is predicted that 
Russia will eventually crowd him into 
Asia Minor. 

We publish this week the letters of 
Miss Rappleye’s pupils, (Greek girls) 
who write to thank all of us—the Board 
and its auxiliaries together—for our pro- 
posed work in building. and establishing 
a permanent Protestant school.at Brous- 
sa. Mise Rappleye informed them of 
the vote taken at the annual meeting, 
which pledged our Board to this enter- 
prise, and these letters whre written on 
learning that good news. It will be 
seen that they are full of gratitude and 
of rejoicing. We wish we could also 
exhibit the beautiful English hand-writ- 
ing of the originals.

Juvenile Reading. 


A correct literary taste may very eas- 
ily be formed in the juvenile mind. 
But it is not by accident or chance that 
so desirable a result is obtained. Just 
as children may be taught to eschew 
vulgar words, to refrain from coarse and 
rough actions, and to avoid companion- 
ship with rude and unprofitable associ- 
ates, so they may be taught to avoid 
what is coarse and unprofitable in books. 
A positive taste for what is true, and 
pure and. high is always accompanied 
by a distaste as positive for what is un- 
true, impure and low. The same pains 
that is bestowed upon children to keep 
them clean and helpful, if bestowed 
upon their minds to create in them pos- 
itive tastes for what is intellectually and 
morally healthful and clean will be as 
efficient in one case as in the other. 


The mother may begin so soon as the 
child is old enough to call fora story 
to tell it true stories, interesting stories, 
and stories with moral element so inter- 
woven in them that she will rarely need 
to give other perceptive instruction. Of 
all stories, most children love true sto- 
ries the best, and especially those in 
which animals beara large part. By 
skillfully catering to this taste a love for 
original observation may early be fos- 
tered and made to embrace, not the ob- 
servation of animals alone, but of flow- 
ers, of minerals, and of all the objects 
of nature with which the child is famil- 
iar. Asa help to the parent in this re- 
gard ‘‘ Hooper’s Child’s Book of Na-/[ 
ture”? is an excellent assistant. Chil- 
dren love wonder stories, and this taste 
may be very innocently gratified. In 
Miss Muloch’s fairy tales, in Jules 
Verne’s books, in Hans Christian An- 
dersen’s tales, in Du Chaillu’s tales of 


ries for juveniles there is nothing that 
can harm, while there is a vast amount of 
entertainment,)amusement and instruc- 
tion. For historical writings Abbott’s 
histories are pretty good, and for jolly, 
healthful: entertainment, Miss Alcott’s 
writings are at hand. » 

If a parent really wishes to cultivate 
a love for general literature in his chil- 
dren, there is no lack of books; indeed, 
sO numerous and in such variety are 
juvenile books that what to select is of- 
ten the perplexing question. An intro- 
duction to our classic writers should be 
given children at an early age. Let 
them become familiar with the story of 
the Lady ofthe Lake,” of Evangel- 
ine,” of Chaucer’s “ Griselda,” of the 
“Fairie Queene,” of the plots of Shake- 
speare’s plays, with occasionally a taste 
of these various autliors in their own 
language, and they will soon be able to 
go to the original poems for themselves, 
and gather the sense of what they read, 
though much of the phraseology may 
be new and puzzling tothem. Free 
translations of authors a little above 
their comprehension when read in the 
author’s own words will quicken their 
apprehension and whet their appetites 
for higher and higher styles of reading. 

While thus familiar with the use of 
books, children should be taught to 
handle them carefully, with clean hands, 
and so as to wear them out as slowly as 
possible. When they are tired of read- 
ing one book it may be put away till

Something about the Russians and 
the Turks, 


The correspondent of a leading Eng- 
lish journal, writing from the seat of 
war, furnishes a description of the na- 
tional characteristics of these people, 
as displayed by the present war. 


THE RUSSIANS. 

The Russian has so many charming 
qualities, that there is a sense of ungra- 
ciousness in referring to his qualities of 
another character. He is a delightful 
comrade; his good humor is inexhaust- 
ible ; he puts up with hardships with a 
light heart; he is humane; has a cer- 
tain genuine if unobtrusive magnanim- 
ity, and never decries an enemy. In 
the whole course of my A perience, I 
encountered only two boorish and dis- 
courteous Russian officers. There can 
be no greater mistake than that the 
Russians are a suspicious race. The 
frank simplicity of the army amounted 
to a serious military error, by admitting 
to quarters of information those who 
acted the part of spies. | 

The Russian officer has the splendid 
valor of his nationality. He is no brag- 
gart, but does his fighting as a matter 
of course, and as a part of the day’s 
work, when he is bidden to doit. As 
for the Russian private, I regard him as 
the finest material for a soldier which 
the soldier-producing world affords. He 
is an extraordinary weight- carrying 
marcher, tramping on mile after mile 
with a good heart, with singular free- 
dom from reliance on sustenance, and 
with a good stomach fir immediate 
fighting at the end of the longest food- 
less march. Henever grumbles. Mat- 
ters must have come to a bad pass in- 


deed when he lets loose his tongue in’ 


His 
sincere piety according to his narrow 
lights, his whole-hearted devotion to the 
Czar—which is ingrained into his men. 


tal system, not the result of a process. 


of reasoning —and his constitutional 
courage, combine to bring it about that 
he faves the casualties of the battle-field 
with willing bravery, He needs to be 
led, however; not so much because of 
the moral ericouragement which a gal- 
lant leader imparts, but because his 
reasoning faculties, fur lack of edaca- 
tion, being comparatively dormant, he 
does not know what to do when an un- 
looked-for emergency occurs. 
destitute of perception when left to him- 
self. Somebody must do the thinking 
for him, and impart to him the result 
of the process in the shape of an order; 
and then he can be trusted, while phys. 
ical power lasts, to strive his pithiest to. 
fulfill that order. But if there is no- 
body in front 6f him, or within sight of 
him, to undertake the mental part of 
the work, the Russian soldier gets dazed. 
Even in his bewilderment, however, he 
is proof against panic; and with sore 
hearts we saw him at Plevna, on the 
30th of July, standing, up to be killed 
in piteously noble stubbornness of ig- 
norance, rather than retreat without the

| orders which there were none to give. 


The Turkish soldier is‘his master in the 
intuitive perception of fighting necessi- 
tics. If the Turk, advancing, finds him- 
self exposed to a fldnk attack, he needs 
no officer to order him to change bis 
front ; he grasps the situation for him- 
self; and this is what the Russian sol- 
dier has not the intuitive soldierhood to 
do. Of the many atrocities charged 
against the Russian soldiery by the 
Turks, I have never found the smallest 
tittle of evidence, and believe the alle- 
gations to be utterly false. The Russian 
of my experience is instinctively a hu- 
mane man, with 4 strong innate sense of 
fair play. 

Despite the many admirable qualities 
of the Russians, the management of this 
war has laid bare the existence in high- 
er circles of a vast deal of corruption, 
venality, and unjust favoritism. In the 
Russian army, to be venal, so far from 
not being recognized as a crime, is not 
so much as regarded as a thing to be 
ashamed of. Peeulation faces the in- 
quirer at every turn. I venture to as- 
sert that every article of consumption 
or wear supplied to the Russian army 
costs, by the time it comes into use, 
more than double what it ought to do 
under a well-managed and decently hon- 
est system. Favoritism brings it about 
that commands are bestowed on men 
witb little or no reference to qualifica- 
tions. This, with other tendencies, leads 
to a general deficiency of a sense of re- 
sponsibility among the officers all down 
the roll. All ot which evils seriously 
affect the warlike powers of the Rus- 
sians, and partly explain their lack of 
success in the early part of this contest. 

THE TURKS. 


The Turks are barbarians, pure and 
simple. They have neither part nor lot 
in civilization; their religion and its in- 
junctions, their origin, the area of their 
empire, their conservatism, bar them 


family circle. As barbarians and as 
non-aggressives, it would have been 
quite consistent for them last spring to 
hold some such language as the follow- 
ing to’all whom it might concern: “We 
do not waft to go to war, but if any 
power thinks proper to assail us, we give 
due forewarning that we are barbarians, 
and will defend ourselves by barbarian 
tactics. Our religion enjoins on us the 
ruthless slaughter of the infidel. If we 
are assailed, we give tair warning that 
we wiil neither ask nor give quarter ; 
that we will torture, chop, hack anil 
mutilate our wounded enemies; encum- 
ber ourselves with no prisoners; despise 
such finicalities as flags of truce; our 
battle-cry will be death to the Giaour. 
You are entitled to know this, because 
the knowledge may be a factor among 
the considerations which affect your 
final resolution. If after this intima- 
tion you are still bent on assailing us, 
why, then, come on, and see how you 
like it.” This intimation the Turks did 
not make, but they have consistently 
acted according to its literal terms. I 
have myself seen great clumps of mu- 
tilated Russian dead on battle-fields. I 
have watched, without the need of a 
glass, the Bashi-Bazouks swarming out 
after an unsuccessful attack on the part 
of the Russians, and administering the 
coup de grace with fell alacrity, under 
the eves uf the regulars in the sheltered 
trenches. 

They are ruthless savages when 
their fighting blood isup. But there is 
‘no inconsistency between this attribute 
and the attribute of contemptuous good- 
natured humanity, or rather, perhaps, 
tolerant unaggressiveness, when nothing 
has occurred to stir the pulse of the 
savage spirit. And I sincerely believe, 
on the evidence of my own eyes and 
ears, that the Turks allowed the Bul- 
garians (a subject race that has com- 
plained loudly of Turkish oppression) ‘to 
have by no means a bad time of it. 
Tbe Bulgarians were, no doubt, heavily 
and arbitrarily taxed ; they were debar- 
red from aspiring to even the meanest 
public function—bat their lot, from all 
I have been able to learn, was tolerabie 
enough, and for which the practical 
British philanthropist would gladly see 
a considerable section of his fellow 
country-people exchange their own hope- 
less, wretched plight. 

The barbarities of which the Turks 
stand accused, and that on incontro- 
vertible testimony, are in marked con- 
trast with the consideration which they 
displayed for the property of the Bul. 
garians during their retreat from the 
Danube river to. the Balkan mountains. 
The whole Turkish population was or 
dered back by a command from Con- 
stantinople ; there would remain only 
Bulgarians, coreligionists of the invader, 
and notorious sympathizers with his 


‘aims. .If the Turks had driven this pop- 
‘ulation inland before them, and left ex- 


tant not a sheaf of barley that could 


have been destroyed, such conduct 


would not have lacked precedent, if it

| was not demanded by an intelligent mil- 
itary direction, But when the Russians 
made good their footing on the southern 
bank of the’ Danube, the Turks evacu- 
ated Sistova, fell back through the rural 
villages, abode for days around Bijela, 
and finally departed—their rear-guard 
consisting of irregulars—without a jot 
of injury wrought on the people or 
their property. 

Since that retreat, however, this im- 
munity has ceased. The Tarks discov- 
ered that the inhabitants of this re- 
gion gladly welcomed their enemy; 
that they served him as spies, and acted 
as his guides; that they hung on the 
rear of the hapless retreating Turkish 
villagers, and in many cases slew them 
ruthlessly. With this in view, as they 
have become re-possessed of the territo- 
ry, (by the contracting of the area of 
occupation by the Russians) the Turks 
have let the rough edges of their bar-

Webster and Benton. 


Daniel Webster and Thomas H. Ben- 
ton sat for many years in the United

A very striking event which hap- 
pened to Benton, suddenly changed 
their relations to each other. In the 
year 1841, a newly-invented gun was 
to be tested on the national steamer 
*¢ Princeton,” on the Potomac river, not 
far from Washington. ‘The President 
and his Cabinet went on board, and 
many of the most distinguished states- 
men of the time Were present, curious 
to see the experiment tried. 

Just befure the gun was touched off, 
a crowd .of Cabinet officers, Senators, 
and other notable men, gathered around 
it, to observe the effect from a near 
point of view. Among these was Col. 
Benton. | 


one touched him on the shoulder, and 
requested to speak with him fur a mo- 
ment. Benton Jeft his place in the 
group, which was taken by Mr. Gilmer, 
the Secretary of the Navy. The gun 
was touched off, burst, and killed a 
number of persons, among whom was 
Mr. Gilmer; while Benton, who had 
withdrawn from its close vicinity, was 
but slightly injured. 

This narrow escape affected the great 
Missourian most profoundly. ‘ It seem- 
ed to me,” he said afterward, “as if 
that touch on my shoulder was the hand 
of the Almighty, stretched down there, 
drawing me away from instantaneous 
death.” 

From that time he wasa changed 
man. “He resofved to become recon- 
ciled to his old enemies ; and one of the 
first things he did was to go to Web. 
ster and ask him ‘‘ to bury the hatch- 
et,”’ and be good friends again. Web- 
ster gladly and warmly grasped his 
hand; and from that hour until Web. 
ster’s death, there were no two Sena. 
tors more cordially devoted to one an- 
other than he and Benton.

Henry Miller, Vice President of the 
Bank of D. O. Mills & Co., died last 
week at his residence at Sacramento, 
aged 71. He wasborne in Rome N. Y. 
He removed in his youth to Michigan ; 
and in 1838 to Milwaukee. Thence he 
came to California in 1850, and settled 
in Sacramento. There in 1856 he be- 
came one of the banking firm which 
then consisted of D. O. Mills, Edgar 
Mills and Henry Miller, and as thus con- 
stituted it remained nearly up to the 
day of his death. As one of the part- 
mers he became a principal manager, 
and was always at his post. Mr. Miller 
was a good citizen, interesting himself

the welfare of the city, state, and nation. 
The,city schools at one time received 
much of his care. He was a kind, con- 
siderate, and generous man. Honest 
and straightforward himself, he loved 
integrity and uprightness in his fellow- 
amen. He stood by all good enterprises, 
and encouraged every worthy man. We 
Jove to remember him as be was when 
ee knew him well, prior to 1864. Then 
we used to see him every Sunday an at- 
tentive listener in the house of God, and 
the was a ready helper in every Chris- 
tian work, and a sympathizer with every 
humane cause. He had something of 4 
Cbristian experience. He had thrown 
away the quid, put away the cup, and 
dione other purifying things upon bis ad- 
went into the state; though it was one 
of his regrets that he had not been at 
that time even more thorough in his 
transformations. We have not a doubt 
ahat the years from 1853 to 1864 were 
the happiest and best years of his life. 
In the later years his thoughts went in 
ther directions, some of the unhappy 
prejudices of early years returned, and 
the was alienated in a measure from those 
whose fellowship he had loved. To us, 
personally, he was ever the same,-and 
we shall cheris his memory as that of 
@ dear friend with whom we have taken 
sweet counsel. We mingle our tears 
with those who sorrow most, and turn 
¥rom the scene, not without some of the 
hopes, consolations, and assurances 
which the Divine Grace suggests.

then an unending woe may be an inci- 
dental necessity of the same, into which 
souls may pass in spite of the wishing 
otherwise of a Divine Ruler, and in spite 
of all he does, and can properly do, to 
the contrary. 


The Rev. J. S. Green died Makaowao, 
Maui, H. I., Jan. 5th, 1878, at the age 
of 81 years. Mr. Green was one of the 
veteran missionaries, who did so much 
for the Christianizing, and so, for the 
civilizing of the Islands. For a series 
of years he was under the American 
Board, and then, fora series of years, 
for reasons of his own, he was a mis- 
sionary not in connection with that 
Board. Our informant wr-tes that “he 
has been a gritty, plucky man, and tried 
tv work up fo the last, but for some 
time has been too feeble to do much.” 
For many years Mr. Green was the vol- 
untary and faithful correspondent of THe 
Paciric, and his long, close letters, in 


their peculiar chirography, were the ad- 


miration of the printers—occasionally 
their perplexity. He lived long, and 
lived to see a valued kingdom arise, as 
out of the sea; both a kingdom of man 
and a kingdom of God. 


A few days after our letter came from 
Honolulu, we were favored with the 
reading of a letter from Kobe, Japan, 
giving a detailed account of the aiane, 
Dec. 8th, 1877, of the Rev. Mr. Gulick, 
Senior, at the age of about 80. He was, 
all his active life, a missionary in what 


is now the Hawaiian kingdom. He 


went to Japan with his aged wife, only 
a few years ago, that he might be with 
his sons, three of whom are doing Chris- 
tian work in Japan. He died of old 
age, in the presence of his sons and their 
wives, all of whom were providentially 
together. Not many monthsago there 
was a celebration of his completion of 
fifty years of missionary life, on the is- 
lands of the Pacific Ocean ; and now, at 
length, in a larger and higher sense, his 
year of jubilee hascome. Oa his breast, 
in death, lay a paper, on which were 
written certain lines, prepared by him- 
self for the purpose, some of which we 
transcribe. 
. By the grace of God I am what I am.” 
Into thy hand I commit my spirit. 
Thou hast redeemed me, O Lord God of truth ! 
Hallelujah, ’tis done, I believe on the Son, 
I am saved by the blood of the Crucified One. 
To lay down my burdens at Jesus’ feet, 
And cease from my toiling and laboring is 
sweet.”’ 


The “ Territorial Eaterprise” says :— 
“ As none of the timber that goes into 
the mines of the Comstock ever comes 
out, enough will finally be left in the 
vein to make an extensive coal mine for 
the people who,may inhabit this section 
of country a few million years hence. 
Even now, were the books of our min- 
ing companies examined, the number of 
millions of feet of timber and lumber 
buried along the Comstock would be 
something astounding.

Down into the gulf of years, since 
1859, along the Comstock lode, have 
gone down what fortunes and fates, 
what toils and troubles, what hopes and 
fears, what expectations and plans, what 
prospects and illusions, what characters 
and lives, to be seen no more! How 
few of those who towered high on the 
other side of that gulf have spanned it 
with any arch of strength, and now car- 
ry themselves aloft on the hither side! 
Possibly there are other deeps under Mt. 
Davidson, as under the shadow of other 
mountains, into which, even now, are 
going down values of which the timber 
is but a construing figure, and an in- 
structive symbol. 


Jan. 31st, at 6:30 o’clock, the steam- 
ship Metropolis, from Philadelphia for 
Para, Brazil, went ashore on Currituck 
Beach, three miles south of the light- 


| house, during the prevalence of a furi- 


ous southeast gale. Great confusion 
prevailed on board. On account of the 
gale‘and the roaring of the surf, orders 
of officers conld not be heard. About 
fifty passengers and crew got to the 
shore. Nearly two hundred persons are 
believed to be lost. It appears the ves- 
sel had encountered heavy gales from 
the southeast for twenty-four hours, 
and when she struck she was heading 
about ~southeast. The vessel swung 
broadside to the surf, which made a 
complete breach over her, and washed 
many people overboard into the sea. 
The Metropolis sailed on Tuesday from 
Philadelphia for Brazil. She was dis- 
patched by the contractors for the Ma- 
deria and Mamore Railroad, and carried 
200 laborers, 500 tons of railroad iron, 
and several mails for Brazil. The steam- 
er was commanded by Captain Ankers. 
Paul J. White, formerly Chief Engi- 
neer of the Lehigh Navigation Comp- 


apy, and James T. Moore, a well-known 


engineer, were in charge of her cargo 
It is only a few

weeks since we noted the wreck of a 
government steamer uot far from the 
same place. The sea off Cape Hatteras 
is one of the most stormy and danger- 
ous seas in the world; and the coast 
should be lined with light-houses, and 
- signal-stations, and all kinds of life boats 
and life-saving apparatus, under a set 
of hardy coast policemen. Our Pacific 
Ocean bas been specially rough for the 
last three weeks, but we have providen- 
tially escaped any shipwrecks involving 
the loss of many lives. 


Blue - Ribbon.

Blue glass has had its day and now 
blue ribbon is king. We are in the 
midst of a war of colors. Red noses, 
bloody faces, blood-shot eyes,-are the 
banners of the red-handed legion who 
look upon the wine when itis red. Long 
have these banners been seen in our 
street corners, at the doors of salodns, 
fastened to lamp-posts, and trailed in the 
gutter. ‘They have been folded up in 
jails, and prisons, and patched up in 
hospitals. The evil is wide-spread ; the 
liquor legion is strong, aggressive, de- 
termined. To meet it the two most 
prominent forces in the field are the 
Knights of the Red Ribbon, under the 
‘lead of Dr. Reynolds, and the Blue 
Ribbon Brigade, led by Francis Murphy. 
The former,acting upon the homeopathic 
principle that like cures like, confronts 
the red with red ; the latter glories, not 
pin blue pills, but in blue ribbon. Two 

miles of red ribbon have been used by 
the formerin decorating the pledged 
abstainers from strong drink. How 
many miles of blue measure show the 
progress of the latter’s triumphs we do 
not know, but rejoice to see the demand 
for it increasing day by day in San Fran- 
cisco. Five thousand people, it is said, 
have joined the Blue Ribbon Brigade 
upon this coast already, and the work 
has but just begun. The red of Rey- 
nolds and the blue of Murphy are but 
different divisions of a grand army of 
moral reform. It has fallen to our 
coast to be marshaled under the blue, 
aud so we welcome the war of the blue 
ribbon against the red wine. We make 
obeisance tothe blue ribbon. We pray 
for its triumph. 

The present temperance movement in 
San Francisco may or may not be in all 
respects what every friend of temper- 
ance can approve, but itis worthy of 
the prayers and the encouragement of 
the Christian community. It is of the 
nature of a revival. Some may be s0 
constituted or educated that they cannot 
codperate personally in sustaining the 
meetings, and in soliciting signatures to 
the pledge ; but they can, in their own 
way, openly, zealously, prayerfully labor 
to strengthen the tempted and to rescue 
the fallen. Their ribbon may be of any 
hue, or they may use none at all, but if 
their hearts are in the common work, 
they will rejoice to see the active mar- 
ket for blue ribbon on this coast. 

Again, this Murphy movement can. 
not supersede systematic and persistent 
labor in behalf of temperance hereafter. 
These thousands of pledges have been 
made by every variety of characters. 
A small proportion of those signing will 
not keep the pledge a month. Others 
will fall unless they are followed up. 
We honor them for their pledge and 
decorate them, but blue ribbon will not 
save them. Permanent influences for 
good must be put furth in their behalf. 
The real work for temperance is loyalty 
to the principles of total abstinence in 
whatever situation we may be placed ; 
sacrifice of needful time and money to 
help promote the cause of abstinence 
among young and old; and prayer for 
the Spirit of God in the hearts of those 
who sell and those who drink intoxicat- 
ing beverages. Is is evidently the duty 
of our churches thus to labor year after 
year, regarding as allies all associations 
and all individuals who are endeavoring 
to arrest the tide of intemperance, 
which threatens to submerge the na- 
tion. 

Dr. Lyman Beecher said truly: “ If 
a foreign army should land upon our 
shores to levy such a tax upon us as in- 
temperance levies, no mortal power 
could resist the tide of swelling indig- 
nation that would overwhelmit.” And 
yet since 1700, when the business of 
distilling spirits was commenced in Bos- 
ton, an incursion of evils resulting from 
the manufacture and sale of strong 
drink has done more damage to the 
morals and industries of the people than 
all the “hordes”? of Chinamen who 
have flocked to our coast. These same 
Mongolians have a witty saying that “a 
‘drunkard’s nose is a lighthouse warning 
us of the little water that passes under- 
neath.” To increase the volameof wa- 
ter that passes between the toper’s lips ; 
to restore to manhood those who are the 
victims of appetite ;-to counteract the

influence of evil social customs; and to 
help advance the physical, and moral, 
and spiritual interests of our citizens, 
are the objects for which the Murphy 
movement has been inaugurated on this 
coast. All success to the blue ribbon ! 
All success to the organized effort that 
has long preceded it! All success to 
the patient workers who will remain 
faithful to the cause when blue ribbon, 
like blue glass, shall have had its day ! 


Future Punishment—the New Nes- 
cience.

The discussion with reference to fu- 
ture punishment has assumed a phase, 
as it is handled by a considerable party, 
which seems somewhat strange and 
worthy of remark. Reference is had to 
the opinion, apparently gaining ground 
rapidly, that the Bible is studiously si- 
lent as to the duration of future punish- 
ment. Punishment itself is clearly re- 
vealed, it is said, being affirmed and 
reiterated in the most definite and em- 
phatic terms ; but, whether it shall be 
for long or short, whether it shall be 
endless or limited, the Scriptures fail to 
inform even the most diligent and hon- 
est searcher. A veil of mystery over- 
hangs the future of the incorrigible 
and unforgiven sinner, making it impos- 
sible for us to know, and almost sacri- 
legious for us to attempt to know, wheth- 
er, on the one hand, he may yet have 
opportunity to be saved, or on the other 
hand, he is doomed to endless suffering ; 
or whether, asa third alternative, he 
may endure agony for an indefinite pe- 
riod and then be compassionately anni- 
hilated. 

A few remarks on this new finding in 
the field of Biblical @aterpretation may 
not be out of place just now. 

Let it be noted that this isa back- 
ward step in theological science. To 
pass from definite conceptions and posi- 
. tive statement to a position of doubt, a 
position which we must explain with 
hesitating and qualified utterance, is not 
a@ mark of progress toward light and 
knowledge, but an evidence of retro- 
gression toward the possible decay of 
positive and sinewy theology. Now it 
isa most unfortunate age in which to 
go back to uncertainty with reference to 
the doctrines of Christianity. Science 
in all departments is becoming daily 
more clear and precise. There is a con- 
stant strengthening of tone in the mod- 
ern utterance of human knowledge. 
Great progress has been made toward 
definite ideas, and there isa growing 
admiration for the accurate, the clear, 
the positive. There has been a hope 
among us that theology—all moral and 
religious science, might share in this 
new wealth of certainty which has fall- 
en to modern thought and knowledge. 
Indeed, just at this juncture, there has 
arisen at our modern Athens, an apostle 
of the scientific method applied to the- 
ology. His watchword is “ clear 
thought,” He has asked us to lay aside 
our uncertainties, and, lifting up our 
eyes, to behold in the unclouded light of 
reason the unmistakable and incontro- 
vertible truths of God. It seems strange, 
then, and much to be regretted, if the- 
ology must say with reference to one of 
the great doctrines which it bas long and 
positively taught, “ We thonght until 
just now that we knew all about it, but 
we must confess that we do not know, 
and cannot know, anything of it with 
certainty. We are ata loss for an 
opinion where we had supposed our 
thought clearand settled. In truth, we 
have’fallen into doubt.” 

Theology is sure to be injured by this 
new departure into the region of uncer- 
tainty. Confidence in the methods em- 
ployed by theologians and preachers will 
be weakened. It will be thought that 
if this is the outcome of eighteen centu- 
ries of investigation and discussion, 
there must be a general weakness along 
the whole line of doctrine which the 
church has held and taught with the air 
and tone of certainty. Dubiousness on 
still other points will be expected. Every 
truth will be liable to be thrown into 
similar doubt, and all doctrine may be- 
come unsettled and shifting after the 
same unsatisfactory way. Thus theo- 
logical science will prove itself no sci- 
ence, and the public confidence in the 
truths of religion will inevitably be de- 
stroyed. 

The spirit of this article is not to prd- 
test against a reinvestigation of the doc- 
trine touching fature punishment, but to 
point out the evil which is sure to result 
from prolonged and satisfied uncertainty. 
To say “we do not know,” while we are 
in the process of investigation, may be 
well enough and perhaps admirably 
honest ; but to say “ we cannot know,” 
while the inquiry is still in progress, is a 
position wholly and inexcusably unsci- 
entific. It must be remembered that 
this theological nescience is onlya day

old, and, babe as it is, it opposes itself 


to the confidence cf ages. It ought to 


‘speaks obscurely with reference to the 


scholars have signed the pledge. It is 


take time to harden its bones and 

strengthen its sinews, before it proclaims 
a coming victory over the theology of 
the past. 

It is well for us no doubt to go once 
more to the Scriptures, to ascertain what 
they teach with reference to the ulti- 
mate destiny of the wicked. But let us 
not approach the Bible, and question it 
afresh, with the expectation that it will 
fail to give us cegtain information on 
this most awful and momentous ques- 
tion. Considering the faét that the Bible 
purports to give us a revelation touching 
the divine dealing with sin, we have 
the right~ to come to this inquiry with 
a bias of expectation that we shall 
find here a most definite answer to 
our question—an answer which shall 
cover the entire stretch of eternity. 


We take up the history of the Pil- 
grim Fathers and read the words of 
John Robinson, oft-quoted and greatly 
honored, “God hath yet more truth and 
light to break forth from his Holy 
Word,” and we think it greatly to be 
regretted if that prophecy is to be prov- 
ed false by the discovery that the Bible 


ultimate fate of men, giving us darkness 
instead of light. We makea plea then 
for a new investigation in search of new 
and certain light. Let us not halt for 
permanent and contented rest in the 
mid-ground of doubt; but let us seek 
out, on the right hand or on the left, be- 
fore or behind, the solid terra firma of 
the divine truth. Let us have thor- 
oughness ; let us have accuracy ; let us 
have “clear thought.” *

Pacific Coast Items. 


Workingmen.are excavating for the founda- 
tion of the new Mechanic Arts building at 
Berkeley. 

Clear Lake has been visited this winter by 
white swans in large numbers. | 

Mills Seminary has reopened with a regu- 
lar attendance of 150, a large increase ‘over 
last year. 3 

The Monterey and Salinas narrow gauge 
railroad has suspended operations for the win- 
ter. 

Thewharf for the new Dumbarton railroad on 
the Alameda marsh will be completed in a few 


weeks. 

A life-saving station is to be established on 
the ocean beach, opposite the entrance to 
Golden Gate Park. . 


Rich coal and asbestos deposits are reported 
to have been found near Lower Lake lately. 


At 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon the Sacra- 
mento river, at Sacramento, stood 19 feet 5 
inches above low-water mark. 


General Bidweli’s almond crop was some- 
thing over 13,000 pounds, an average, at whole- 
sale, 13 cents—realizing between $1300 and 
$1400. 


Governor Irwin has signed the discharge 
papers of forty-eight prisoners confined in San 
Quentin, who are to be released in February. 
Twenty-eight are restored to citizenship. 


- The mills on Russian river are now getting 
abundance of material from the logging camps, 
a large number of logs having floated down 
with the high water. ° 

A redwood giant was recently felled in 
Santa Cruz county that measured fourteen 
feet across the stump, four feet from the 
ground, was 200 feet long, and solid clean 
through. 

Middletown offers the C. P. R. R. $50,00 
to extend their road from Calistoga to that 
place, via Kellogg and the Great Western 
mine. 

Hereafter there are to be three steamers per 
month between New York and San Francisco, 
via the Isthmus of Panama, instead of two. 
The steamers will leave New York on the 9th, 
19th, and last day of every month. This 
looks like a revival of old times. 


It is said that the Panamint mines, in San 
Bernardino county, California, have been 
finally abandoned. At a depth of 700 feet the 
rock turned into barren white quartz. Some 
$1,700,000 were expended on the mines, mills 
and hoisting-works, and $400,000 in bullion 
were taken out. 

A water spout of terrific force occurred near 
the oil wells in the Sespe district, Ventura 
county, during the last storm. A chasm was 
torn in the hills, and .great boulders as 
large as a coach were tossed about like peb- 
bles. One of the results is that the channel of 
Sespe creek has been entirely changed, run- 
ning on the opposite side of the divide from 
its former course. 

Says the Napa ‘“ Reporter’”’ of the 20th: 
Reports from all parts of the country give 
cheering news of the crop prospects for the 
coming season. The growing rain looks excel- 
lent, and should the seaaon continue as favora- 
ble as at present, the yield of cereals in this 
county will be enormous, Our farmers have 


_sown a large area in gyain, and a heavy yield 


is almost assured. 

The area of land planted in grain in San 
Diego county this season will largely exceed 
that of any previous year. Go where you 
may, in any part of the country, and you will 
see the plow at work breaking up ground, or 
fields already cultivated and green with grow- 
ing grain. Every available pid§e of land will 
be planted. A gentlemen who should be well 
informed tells us that the wheat crop of the 
Cajon Valley alone is expected to exceed 
135,000 centals. 


Miscellaneous Items. 


A Boston teacher, who in a fit of vexation 
called her pupils a set of young adders, on 
being reproved for her language explained by 
saying she was speaking to those just com- 
mencing arithmetic. 


A dispatch from the United States vice- 
consul at Shanghai, asking for funds, says : 
An appalling famine is raging throughout 
four provinces of north China. Nine millions 
of people are report¢d destitute. Children are 
daily sold in the markets for food. 


‘‘Ten dimes make one dollar,’’ said the 
schoolmaster, ‘‘ Now, goon, sir. Ten dollars 
make one—what?’’ ‘‘ They make one mighty 
glad, these times,’’ replied the boy, and the 
teacher, who hadn’t got his last month’s sal- 
ary yet, concluded the boy was about right. 


Twenty-three milk dealers in Lawrence, 
Massachusetts, have petitioned for the appeint- 
ment of a milk inspector. They have found 
themselves undersold by rival dealers, and sa 
it cannot be done with profit unless the mil 
is watered. 

The Secretary of War has sent to the Senate 
an answer to the resolution calling for a state- 
ment of the cost of the late war with the Nez 
Perce Indians. The sum total shows that 
peace at any price is cheaper than war. The 
cost for transportation alone was $931,329, 
while the supplies cost $25,470. 


It is understood that the Cabinet has agreed 
to release the Syndicate from their last sub- 
scription of $10,000,000 4 per cents., as Secre- 
tary Sherman believes his plan of selling these 
bonds will be successful, and the accounts be- 
tween the Government and Syndicate will 
therefore be settled immediately. 


Diphtheria, which has been so fatal to chil- 
dren in Vermont this winter, is ravaging in 
New Haven, where it caused 20 of the 104 
deaths recorded in December. Cause—sewer 
gas. By the way, some one says that sulphur 
in the fourm of a gargle or sprinkled on burn- 
ing coals is a sure cure. 

The Rev. John Brown, of Haddington, was 
in the habit of proposing, on festive occasions, 
a certain young lady as his toast. Having 
abandoned the practice, he was asked for a 
reason. » ‘* Because,’’ said he, ‘‘ I have toasted 
her for ‘sixteen years without makimg her 
Brown, and so I’ve resolved to toast her no 
more.’’ 

Men who willingly decline civil or religious 
preferment are very rare and ought to be ap- 
preciated. One of them is the Rev. J. H. 
Eccleston, Rector of Trinity Church, Newark, 
N. J., who prefers his parish work to the epis- 
copate of West Virginia. We have no doubt 
the parish is as well pleased as the diocese dis- 
appointed. 

Francis Murphy’s temperance work in Troy 
seems to have been remarkably thorough and 
successful. He held his first meeting on No- 
vember lith, and made a farewell address on 
January 9th. He took an active part in the 
daily prayer-meetings, and addressed from 
1,000 to 1,200 persons every evening. From 
first to last, public interest in the movement 
has been maintained with no abatement, and 
more than 21,000 signatures to the Murphy 
pledge have been secured.
